LOCKS AND DAMS MADE SAFE 


High Wind Across Lake is 


Feared — Hundreds Flock 


to See River 


Water in Lake Winnebago is still 


rising and will continue to rise for 
the next several days, it was said this 
morning by engineers and observers 
of river conditions. 
The lake level 


now is SI inches above the crest of 
the Menasha dam. an increase of 5 
Inches in the last 2 days. Water still 
is running into the lake faster than 
it is being discharged. 


Engineers say the rising level of 


the lake means a corresponding rise 
in the level of the river so there is 
little probability that the flood condi- 
tion soon will subside. 
A 
strong 


south wind across the lake now is the 
greatest danger. 
It would cause a 


surge ot water in the river which 
might cause incalcuable damage. 


The river rose during the night to 


the highest point in its history but it 
subsided slightly and this morning 
is about the same level as last night. 
This rise and fall in the level of tne 
river is due to the direction and in- 
tensity of the wind across the lake. 


WORK ON LOCKS 


A large number of men are working 


on the locks at Menasha repairing 
damage that was caused when water 
washed over the walls and started 
to carry away the soft filling. Flash- 
boards a.nd sandbags have been erect- 
ed to hold back the water. The locks 
were in rather grave danger for a 
time, it was said. 


Engineers say damage from high 


water has been minimized because 
mill and power owners have "been 
on their toes" and have worked with 
government 
engineers. 
It is 
said 


they realized the grave danger to their 
properties and to navigation almost 
from the start of tho high water and 
have devoted all of their energies to- 
ward strengthening weak places and 
assisting in every way possible. 


Hundreds of people are expected to 


flock to the river on Sunday to see 
t.he torrent of water rushing over the 
dams and swirling between the banks. 
The upper dam is ono, of the most 
awe-inspiring sights in the country. 
The volume of water going over the 
clam is so great tha.t the fall has been 
reduced by more than 50 per cent. At 
Keenah the fall over the dam has been 
cut to about two feet.

PERPETUAL ILLUMINATION 


New Found Substance Burns Forever 


ERA SEEN BY SCIENTISTS 


By United Press Leased Wire 


Princeton. N. J.—The dawning of 


an era of perpetual illumination was 
seen by scientist Saturday 
in 
an- 


nouncement by Prof. E. Newton Har- 
vey of Princeton university that 
he 


had developed a continuous cold light, 
called luciferin. 


This is a step which science re- 


gards as equal in importance to in- 
vention of the. wireless, the telephone, 
telegraph, phonograph, airplane, auto- 
mobile and other modern devices. Con- 
tinuous cold light eventually will do 
away with all forms of artificial illu- 
mination, according to belief of scien- 
tists. It will be possible for a man 
to carry a bottle of light in his pock- 
et. Permanent globes of light will be 
suspended in 
the streets in public 


buildings and in residences. 


Just at present the new discovery 


has not reached anywhere near that 
stage of development. 
Exhibited by 


Professor Harvey, it had the appear- 
ance of a small blue flame flickering 
in a water in a flask. It is just about 
in the stage of development now that 
the phonograph was when it gave 
forth but a faint scratchy sound, and 


the movies wore in the days when 
they were jumpy blurs, hard on the 
eyes. 


The new substance burns forever, 


with a cold blue light. 


Once he succeeded in isolating the 


luciferin. Prof. Harvey was confront- 
ed with the problem of making it per- 
manent. 
It would glow for a while. 


then flicker out. This was because 
it burned only KO long as oxygen was 
applied to it. and the oxygen also had 
the effect of destroying. 
Now Prof. 


Harvey had perfected a chemical pro- 
cess whereby the oxygen is separated 
from the luciferin immediately after 
the contact which produces the light 
and then joins with it again. 
This 


produces continuous light rays, with- 
out wearing out the luciferin. 


Prof. Harvey's experiments started 


with fire flys and other insects which 
gave forth light. However, he took 
his. greatest step when in Japan he 
discovered a shell fish the size of a 
flea which radiated a blue glow. Mil- 
lions of these made the sea blaze like 
fire. He obtained a quantity of these 
crustaceans and used them in further 
experiments which led to the isolation 


of luciferin.

RAILWAYS 


The city of Detroit has voted four to 


one in favor of municipal ownership of 
its street railways. 
The election was the 


culmination of a fight of more than 20 
years between the city and the traction 
interests. 
Municipal ownership of street 


car facilities in Detroit has been expound- 
ed on the theory of public benefits. Pecu- 
liar conditions have existed there. An in- 
fluential portion of the press has made 
public ownership its platform for many 
years. It has done this partly as a mat- 
ter of principle and partly in hostility to 
the Detroit United railway. 
Because of 


inability to settle the street railway ques- 
tion during all these years there has been 
much legitimate complaint of service, 
which the company could hardly afford to 
improve with the probability that the city 
would sooner or later take over its prop- 
erty. 


Municipal ownership in a city like De- 


troit may be successful or it may be a 
failure. 
That it can be operated profit- 


ably either by a private compa.ny or by 
the city is of course self-evident. 
The 


step which Detroit is about to take na- 
turally will attract attention throughout 
the country, but it will have little real 
bearing on the traction problems of smal- 
ler cities. 
If we have municipal owner- 


ship in the smaller cities it will be because 
the municipalities are forced to take over 
.street railways in order to give any ser- 
Aice. 
It hii« become almost impossible to 


operate a street car company in cities of 
less, than lOO.OfiO at a profit. 
Already 


some cities have been confronted by the 
necessity of faking over the properties in 
self-defense or of substituting for 
the 


street railway wholly unsatisfactory jit- 
ney .service. 
Those cities which cooper- 


ate with street railways for their improve- 
ment and profitable operation will be far 
ahead in the long run.

faithful converts congregated to worship, 
safe from the fury of pagan swords and 
beasts of prey.

IMPORTANT ANTI-MONOPOLY 


DECISION 


The United States supreme court has 


rendered another decision against the re- 
striction of competition, and the latest 
decision, applying to the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery company, is one of the most im- 
portant of recent rulinirs. in that it pre- 
scribes the use of lease-agreement condi- 
tions 10 restrict or prevent competition. 
In this ca.v>. too. the court draws atten- 
tion to the fact that the Clayton supple- 
ments ihe Sherman 
anti-trust law and 


roaches practices not covered by the Sher- 
man statute. 


The court has ruled that all the lease. 


terms are unlawful which bind lesees to 
use United Shoe machinery exclusively in 
different stages of shoe manufacture, to 
buy United Shoe supplies exclusively, to 
lease additional United Shoe machinery, 
and assessing penalties for breaches of 
these requirements. 
The force of the de- 


cision is to free lessees 
from arbitrary 


power enjoyed through patent rights and 
to give inventors or owners of other de- 
vices the opportunity to manufacture and 
sell shoo machinery and supplies. 


Tt is pointed out that, under tho Clay- 


ton law. a monopoly or restraint of com- 
petition need not actually exist. 
Tf mo- 


nopoly or restraint is possible, the law 
applies. There is much significance to the 
anti-trust policy of the supreme court, 
which has been manifested by tho consist- 
ent opinions i.n recent cases.

A MATTER OF TIME 


An old excuse pleaded by' the downright lazy mor- 


tal who neglects daily exercise altho he knows very 
well he needs it is that he hasn't time. That excuse 
is invalid. Would any man or woman dare to plead 
lack of time as an excuse for neglecting to take the 
regular .Saturday night bath? Not right out loud. 
1 know. But if I had time for only the one punish- 
ment on a Saturday night I'd make no bones of 
passing up the' bath in favor Of the exercise, for to 
my mind the latter torture has the greater hygienic 
importance or health value of the two evils. I'd 
choose the exercise, provided I could take it in na- 
ture's garb, thus compromising on an 
air 
bath, 


which, after all, i.s about all one would need any- 
how if it were not for the dirty influence of clothing. 


It takes no more time to get the minimum es- 


sential amount of general exercise every day than 
it does to take a bath. Therefore the lazy fellow's 
excuse is invalid. 


The next excuse is lack of a suitable place—no 


gymnasium or anything convenient. That might be 
valid enough in the case of a poor geek who de- 
pends on such an uncertain vehicle as golf for his 
exercise. 
Seldom can a man or woman get out on 


tho links every day. rain or shine, snow or blow. 
But very few men or women live under such unhy- 
gienic environment that they cannot find or make 
room somewhere about the house or flat for a bit 
of morning or evening exercise in the costume above 
recommended. 


A small or trial size person might even use a 


clothes press or a corner of the bedroom. A large or 
hospital size man needs a li'l gym room affording 
at least 100 square feet of floor space unencum- 
bered. Indeed, there is no good reason in the world 
why the average comfortable household should not 
have a regular gymnasium, not necessarily 
any 


fancy apparatus or expensive fittings, but a. room 
whore folks rould tako some ^xorcise in comfort 
and perhaps privacy, just as most homes include 
a room for bathing. 
There is many a home with 


enough unused space in the attic, or with some un- 
heated back room, which would serve admiraby. 
Besides a cushion or mat at least two by six feet 
(for somersaulting and other stunts) such a room 
might include a punching bag and a set of gloves. 
Having the home thus equipped, however modestly, 
is a stimulus to exorcising, just as having a shower 
equipment is a stimulus to bathing.

The warning issued by Secretaries 


Denby and Weeks that anarchy was 
endeavoring to bore into the navy 
and army has drawn universal en- 
dorsement from the newspapers of 
the nation, "if action actually 
was 


needed." 
However there is a general 


suggestion in the

that, after all, it might have been 
better had the chiefs of the national 
defense been a trifle more explicit in 
their wiirnings and the causes thereof. 
Some of the editors are inclined to be 
distinctly sceptical recalling the fore- 
l.-odings of a former cabinet official. 
Nevertheless all agree that

there exists a danger that the "Rod" 
movement may try to make tho wear- 
ers of the uniform discontented, es- 
pecially under existing conditions. 


"Communism and anarchy in the 


navy was probably only a manifes-

salad: If possible wash each leaf un- 
der running water, holding the leaf 
open and at a sharp angle. 
Tiny, 


invisible insects arc washed off and 
any sand or dirt is carried away by 
the force of the water. 


Shake each leaf as free from water 


as possible and put on a clean dry 
towel to drain. Wrap loosely in the 
towel and put m a cold place for an 
hour or longer. 


The lettuce or other salad plant 


becomes very crisp under this treat- 
ment and 
seems to have a 
fresh 


dewiness quite impossible to attain 
by washing 
and drying each leaf 


with a towel. The French housewife 
has a wire salad basket. She puts her 
carefully'washed greens in this wire 
box and whirls them rapidly. 
This 


dries the plant quickly, but fails to 
give the crispness. 


Always pull off any wilted 
edges 


of the leaves with the fingers. Shred 
the plants with a silver knife. Nev- 
er leave the salad till the last min- 
ute when preparing a meal. It takes 
time to wash and crisp salad plants. 


13o this right after lunch and have 


everything 
ready to put 
together 


when needed. A green salad with a 
French dressing 
should 
not stand 


after being mixed for the oil and 
vinegar wilt the leaves. 


There are many salad plants 
to 


choose from. Try them all and avoid 
monotony. Keep this list in mind 
when you go to market and be on 
the lookout for something different: 


Of course lettuce comes first. Most 


persons prefer head lettuce, but leaf 
lettuce contains quite as many of the 
much talked of vitammes as head. 
Water cress, curley endive, romaine 
French endive, chicory, young dande- 
lions, parsley, mint nasturtiums, ten- 
der young onion tops—those should be 
used alone or in combination.
